CAPTAIN  NELLE  GROUT 

Alumnae  members,  friends  of  the  School  of  Nursing,  Presbyterian  Hospital  and 
the  13th  General  Hospital  have  been  saddened  by  the  news  of  the  death  of  Captain 
Nelle  Grout,  A.N.C.,  Chief  Nurse  of  Unit  13,  on  November  30,  1944,  somewhere  in 
New  Guinea. 

Miss  Crout  entered  the  School  of  Nursing,  Presbyterian  Hospital,  in  1925,  and 
was  graduated  with  the  class  of  1928.  For  several  years  Miss  Crout  practiced  as  a 
private  duty  nurse.  She  also  held  the  position  as  assistant  night  supervisor  at  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  for  several  months,  until  she  joined  the  Army  Nurse  Corps. 

In  January  1941,  Miss  Crout  volunteered  for  service  with  the  Army  Nurse  Corps 
and  was  stationed  at  Camp  Robinson,  Alabama.  During  this  period  of  her  military 
service,  she  was  promoted  to  First  Lieutenant.  In  February  of  1942,  she  was  appointed 
Chief  Nurse  of  the  13th  General  Hospital  Unit. 

From  February,  1942,  until  the  departure  of  the  13th  General  Hospital  unit  over¬ 
seas,  Miss  Crout  gave  unstintingly  of  her  time  and  energies  to  the  recruiting  and  organ- 
i2ation  of  the  nurses  of  Unit  13.  In  November,  1943,  she  was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  Captain  in  the  Army  Nurse  Corps. 

Captain  Crout  served  with  Unit  13  in  the  South  Pacific  Area,  first  in  Australia 
and  later  in  New  Guinea. 

Throughout  Captain  Grout’s  service  as  a  nurse  she  gave  of  herself  unsparingly 
with  devotion  and  loyalty  to  her  Alma  Mater,  the  Army  Nurse  Corps  and  Unit  13. 
She  was  proud  of  the  nursing  care  being  given  the  patients  in  the  New  Guinea  Hos¬ 
pital  by  the  nurses  of  the  Unit. 

Captain  Crout  leaves  besides,  her  father  and  mother,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Crout,  of 
Gridley,  Illinois,  four  sisters,  one  of  whom  is  Second  Lieutenant  Alice  Crout,  A.N.C. 
(’43),  now  stationed  in  Assam,  India,  and  two  brothers,  who  are  in  military  service. 

A  military  funeral  was  given  Captain  Crout  somewhere  in  New  Guinea  with  full 
military  honors  according  to  her  rank  as  Captain. 

CONGRATULATIONS  GRADUATING  CLASS  OF  1944 

Forty-four  members  of  the  class  of  1944  made  their  debuts  into  the  nursing  pro¬ 
fession  on  the  evening  of  October  10th,  when  they  marched  proudly  through  the  crowded 
reception  rooms  of  Sprague  Home  to  receive  their  diplomas  and  pins.

Henry  Van  Dyke,  father  of  Marion  Ruth  Van  Dyke,  a  1944  graduate,  gave  the  invoca¬ 
tion  and  benediction.  The  Rev.  Grover  C.  Whimsett,  father  of  another  in  the  graduat¬ 
ing  class,  Martha  Love  Whimsett,  read  the  scripture  lesson  and  led  prayer.  The  ser¬ 
mon,  ’'Our  Unfinished  Knowledge”  was  given  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  Burrows,  father  of 
the  class  president,  Ruth  Elizabeth  Burrows.  Mrs.  Joseph  Burrows  favored  the  proud 
nurses  with  a  solo,  "My  Redeemer  and  My  Lord.”  She  was  accompanied  by  a  class 
member,  Lucile  Colvin. 

A  trio  made  up  of  members  of  their  class.  La  Verne  Kremer,  Betty  Mavis  and 
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Alice  Simonds,  sang  three  delightful  numbers.  We  shall  miss  this  trio  at  Pres.  They 
have  provided  us  much  pleasure  and  enjoyment  the  past  three  years. 

Their  Commencement  Exercises,  not  to  be  undone,  featured  Colonel  William  J. 
Bleckwenn,  Medical  Corps  of  the  Army  of  the  U.  S.,  who  is  the  father  of  another 
class  member,  Marion  Jane  Bleckwenn.  Col.  Bleckwenn  has  spent  months  in  the 
overseas  theater  and  has  had  opportunity  to  witness  many  of  the  needs  of  our  fighting 
men  and  women.  His  contact  with  our  unit  "over  there”  made  his  address  even  more 
inspiring  to  us  here  at  home. 

Also  included  in  the  commencement  week  was  the  buffet  supper  given  by  the 
alumnae  in  their  honor.  An  unusual  planned  program  under  the  able  direction  of 
Mrs.  Kurtz  was  given.  Mrs.  Edna  Thompson  gave  a  half  hour  of  highly  pleasing 
vocal  music.  The  recently  returned  Chief  Army  Nurse  of  the  South  Pacific  Theater, 
Lt.  Col.  Maude  Clement,  gave  a  stimulating  informal  message  on  Army  nurse  prob¬ 
lems  and  fantastic  jungle  tales  of  the  South  Pacific. 

Miss  Harriett  Forrest  was  presented  a  Presbyterian  Hospital  School  of  Nursing 
pin  for  her  35  years  of  loyalty  and  faithfulness,  so  that  she  is  indeed  one  of  our  hon¬ 
ored  alumnae. 

Another  enjoyable  event  of  the  week  was  the  dinner  given  by  Miss  Froehlke  at 
Sprague  Home.  It  is  all  great  fun  until  the  realization  hits  you  "when  will  we  all 
be  together  again?”

ESTHER  SALZMAN  RELATES  EXPERIENCES  IN  CHINA 

The  last  Alumnae  meeting  of  1944,  December  12th,  was  made  most  enjoyable  by 
the  informal  address  given  by  Esther  Salzman  of  the  class  of  1933.  Since  1940  Miss 
Salzman  has  been  in  eastern  China  assisting  in  nursing  schools  and  language  study. 
As  a  member  of  the  American  Baptist  Mission  Society  her  opportunity  to  observe 
and  help  the  Chinese  students  has  been  great.  Her  experience  in  trying  to  get  out 
of  China  during  the  war  would  be  enough  to  discourage  most  people  but  not  Miss 
Salzman.  After  her  year’s  furlough  she  is  very  anxious  to  return  to  Kinhwa,  Cheki¬ 
ang,  which  she  hopes  will  then  be  back  in  the  hands  of  the  Chinese  rather  than  in 
the  control  of  the  Japanese,  as  it  now  is.  Miss  Salzman  is  now  helping  out  in  the 
health  office  of  the  nurses’  home  until  the  time  when  she  plans  to  continue  her  studying 
at  the  University  of  Chicago. 

SPRING  CLASS  TO  GRADUATE  IN  MARCH 

The  spring  class  of  1945  will  have  their  Commnecement  and  Baccalaureate  services 
combined  in  one  ceremony  on  March  11,  1945,  in  Sprague  Home.  This  is  a  class  of 
eighteen  young  nurses.

September  11,  1944,  Martha  F.  Trulson, 
2nd  Lt.,  writes:  "In  our  June  letter  we 
wrote  of  our  arrival  in  New  Guinea.  Miss 
Grout  was  the  ranking  Officer  in  the  area. 
Two  other  hospital  groups  came  under  her 
jurisdiction.  This  Staging  area  could  really 
be  called  our  training  period  for  "Life  in 
the  Tropics."  We  lived  thirty  persons  to 
an  open  hospital  ward.  It  was  really  open. 
The  construction  was  exceedingly  simple. 
A  concrete  floor,  a  tin  roof  and  a  few  planks 
to  keep  floor  and  ceiling  from  meeting.  At 
first  some  of  us  trembled  at  the  sight  of  rats 
scurrying  about  the  quarters.  At  night  we 
could  hear  them  chasing  over  the  ledges 
and  the  mosquito  bars.  Others  found  com¬ 
munity  showers  a  little  trying.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  we  enjoyed  our  staging  area.  We  were 
introduced  to  New  Guinea  Cafe  society. 
Many  dances,  beach  parties  and  picnics  were 
arranged  for  us.  Since  we  were  not  on 
duty  we  all  had  a  chance  to  visit  interesting 
places.  At  the  end  of  two  weeks,  we 
packed,  rolled  our  bedding  rolls  and  boarded 
a  hospital  ship. 

This  was  like  a  pleasure  trip  in  spite  of 
K.P.  duty.  On  our  two  previous  sea  voy¬ 
ages  we  had  traveled  in  complete  blackout. 
This  time  we  had  lights  blazing  and  port 
holes  open  at  night,  so  we  felt  like  we  were 
on  a  pleasure  cruise. 

July  19th  found  us  at  our  destination. 
We  finally  were  to  help  our  own  hospital. 
We  were  delighted  over  our  living  quarters. 
We  have  screened  in  barracks  near  the  ocean, 
plenty  of  water,  showers  and  even  a  wash¬ 
ing  machine.  Patients  were  already  at  the 
hospital  so  we  soon  were  at  work.  The 
wards  were  large  tents  with  coral  to  cover 
the  dirt  floors. 

Our  first  New  Guinea  wedding  took 
place  three  days  after  our  arrival.  Miss 
Mary  Jane  Holub  became  the  bride  of  Lt. 
Charles  Dominique.  Of  course  the  bride 
was  in  her  New  Guinea  uniform  (slacks 
and  leggings)  but  it  was  charming  and  the 
ceremony  as  impressive  as  if  she  had  worn 
white  satin  and  carried  orange  blossoms. 

Thus  we  have  completed  one  month  of 
our  tropical  service.  In  some  ways  it  seems 
like  a  prolonged  camping  trip  with  eight 


hours  of  nursing  attached.  By  Chicago 
standards  we  are  definitely  roughing  it,  but 
when  we  consider  the  living  conditions  of 
the  boys  in  the  forward  areas  we  realize 
that  we  are  living  in  comparative  luxury 
and  comfort.

She  seems  to  be  enjoying 
her  rural  nursing  so  very  much.”

She  came  to  Cleveland  in  1921  as  prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  School  of  Nursing  at  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  and  two  years  later  was  made  head 
of  the  School  of  Nursing  and  director  of 
the  department  of  nursing  at  City  Hospital. 

Mrs.  Koch  was  a  niece  by  marriage  of 
the  famed  Dr.  Robert  Koch,  discoverer  of 
bacillus  of  tuberculosis  and  one  of  the  great¬ 
est  bacteriologists  of  all  time.  She  married 
his  nephew,  the  late  Waldemar  Koch,  a  pro¬ 
fessor  of  chemistry  at  the  University  of 
Chicago,  in  1909.

In  the  tremendous  short¬ 
age  of  nurses,  she  nevertheless  was  able  to 
maintain  extraordinary  service  for  our  pa¬ 
tients  in  this  city  institution.  She  had  the 
unusual  faculty  of  mixing  firmness  with  ten¬ 
derness  to  the  point  where  obedience  to  dis¬ 
cipline  was  willingly  and  lovingly  given.’’

KATHARINE  DENSFORD  SPEAKS  FOR  NURSES 

President  Roosevelt’s  message  to  the  Congress  has  clarified  many  issues  for  all 
citizens.  As  President  of  the  American  Nurses’  Association,  I  represent  over  178,000 
registered  professional  nurses.  The  Association  will  give  wholehearted  support  to  the 
President’s  proposal  for  a  national  service  act  because  it  provides  for  a  fair  distribution 
of  the  burdens  which  must  be  borne  in  order  to  insure  the  earliest  possible  victory. 

All  nurses,  I  am  convinced,  will  welcome  the  President’s  forthright  statement  of 
the  Army’s  need  for  nurses.  The  medical  profession,  hospital  administrators,  indus¬ 
tries  and  the  nurse-employing  public  will  now  be  aware  of  the  significance  of  military 
priority  for  nursing  service  as  compared  with  civilian  needs.  Our  civilian  hospitals 
have  been  caring  for  unprecedented  numbers  of  patients  since  the  war  began. 

Although  confronted  daily  with  the  needs  of  these  patients,  75,000  registered 
nurses  have  volunteered  for  military  service.  Not  all  have  met  the  physical  and  other 
requirements  of  the  Nurse  Corps  of  the  Army  and  of  the  Navy.  Of  the  58,977  nurses 
admitted  to  these  two  services,  over  10,000  have  been  released  chiefly  for  physical  (and 
matrimonial)  reasons;  about  42,000  are  now  on  duty  in  the  Army  Nurse  Corps.  The 
remainder  are  serving  in  the  Navy  Nurse  Corps. 

Recent  reports  of  mounting  casualties  had  already  stimulated  the  recruitment  pro¬ 
grams  of  the  professional  nursing  organizations  and  of  the  American  Red  Cross  Nursing 
Service.  I  am  convinced  that  the  President’s  message  will  result  in  an  immediate  in¬ 
crease  in  the  numbers  of  volunteers  and  this  is  fortunate  since  time  is  required  to  enact 
legislation.  Throughout  history,  nurses  have  responded  to  the  poignant  needs  of 
fighting  men.  The  President  has  made  it  clear  that  no  other  women  possess  the  skills 
so  urgently  needed  for  military  service.  This  is  a  distinction  of  which  nurses  are  justly 

I  am  confident  that  eligible  nurses  will  respond  to  his  clarion  call  in  adequate 
numbers  by  volunteering  their  services  to  the  armed  forces.

NURSING  INFORMATION  FROM  HERE  AND  THERE 

The  Cadet  Nurse  pledges  to  stay  in  essential  nursing,  civilian  or  military,  for  the 
duration.  At  the  outset  the  civilian  nursing  service  was  stressed  because  the  Army  did 
not  need  as  many  nurses  as  now.  As  military  needs  developed,  emphases  were  changed. 
Increasing  numbers  have  been: 

(a)  Encouraged  to  sign  up  for  military  service  while  they  are  spending  their  Senior 
Cadet  period  in  Army  and  Navy  service. 

(b)  Encouraged  to  remain  in  Army  Hospitals  as  civilian  nurses  pending  the  time 
they  take  State  Board  Examinadons  for  registration. 

(c)  Urged  to  continue  to  make  early  applications  for  spending  Senior  Cadet  period 
in  the  federal  services. 

The  Army  reports  that  50  Senior  Cadet  Nurses  can  release  40  graduate  nurses. 

The  following  figures  on  anticipated  numbers  of  Senior  Cadets  indicate  that  this 
group  will  fill  an  increasingly  important  place  in  the  nursing  needs  of  the  country: 

10,562  in  1943-44 
24,821  in  1944-45 
32,606  in  1945-46 

Six  new  ways  by  which  the  services  of  Army  nurses  are  being  supplemented  are: 

1.  The  employment  on  a  civilian  status  of  nurses  who  meet  professional  qualifica¬ 
tions  for  the  ANC,  but  who  cannot  qualify  by  reason  of  age,  dependents  or  physical 
condition. 

2.  Appointment  of  Senior  Cadet  nurses  for  supervised  practice  in  Army  hospitals. 

3.  The  use  of  volunteer  Red  Cross  Nurses’  Aides  to  the  extent  of  their  availability. 

4.  The  employment  of  Red  Cross  Nurses’  Aides  on  a  full-time  basis,  to  stabilize 
personnel  in  areas  where  volunteer  service  is  not  available. 

5.  The  employment  of  nurse  graduates  in  the  interim  between  graduation  and 
registration. 

6.  The  use  of  thousands  of  WAC  enlisted  surgical  and  medical  technicians.

A  counselors  handbook  Nursing  A  Profession  for  College  Women—\9A:'b  has  been 
released  by  the  Nursing  Information  Bureau  of  the  American  Nurses’  Association.  Pre¬ 
pared  under  the  guidance  of  an  advisory  committee  of  representatives  of  the  United 
States  Office  of  Education,  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service,  the  Association  of 
Collegiate  Schools  of  Nursing,  the  National  League  of  Nursing  Education,  the  National 
Organization  for  Public  Health  Nursing  and  other  national  nursing  organizations,  the 
pamphlet  presents  in  some  detail  the  opportunities  in  nursing,  the  preparation  required 
for  nursing  and  the  types  of  programs  offered  by  various  kinds  of  nursing  schools.

ALUMNAE  NEWS  LETTER 


ANSWERS  TO  YOUR  QUESTIONS 

I.  WHY  IS  there  a  shortage  OF  NURSES? 

1.  Global  warfare  has  meant,  to  date,  about  a  million  combat  casualties  to  U.  S. 
forces,  and  in  consequence  unprecedented  numbers  of  nurses  are  needed  to 
care  for  the  wounded.  Illness  and  accidents  among  the  armed  forces  add  to 
the  task. 

Army  Nurse  Corps  now  has  51,000  needs  9,000  more  by  June  1 

Navy  Nurse. Corps  now  has  11,500  filling  present  needs 

Veterans  Administration  now  has  4,000  needs  2,000  more  by  July  1 

The  necessary  withdrawing  of  11,000  more  nurses  from  an  already  hard-pressed 

civilian  service  to  meet  military  and  veterans  needs  will  be  faced  courageously 
but  will  heighten  present  difficulties. 

2.  Numbers  of  persons  cared  for  in  civilian  hospitals  have  been  steadily  rising. 
American  Medical  Association  figures  show  that  total  admissions  to  all  hospitals 
(including  military  hospitals)  rose  from  10,087,548  in  1940  to  16,036,848 
in  1944. 

3.  Vast  shifts  in  population  as  families  move  to  war  industry  centers  or  follow 
service  men  have  created  new  needs  for  public  health  nurses.  Some  areas  with 
swollen  populations  had  no  services  before  the  war.  Meantime,  about  3,000 
public  health  nurses  have  gone  into  military,  UNRRA  and  Red  Cross  foreign 
services.  Many  vacancies  are  unfilled,  others  filled  by  inadequately  prepared 
nurses  or  those  available  only  while  soldier  husbands  are  in  the  area.  Lack  of 
public  health  nurses  means  greater  demands  on  hospital  and  other  nursing  care. 

4.  War  pressures  have  demonstrated  the  worth  of  industrial  nurses.  In  conse¬ 
quence,  an  estimated  13,800  are  now  employed  by  industry,  probably  twice  as 
many  as  before  the  war  began. 


II.  WHERE,  BESIDES  IN  MILITARY  SERVICES,  ARE  NURSES  MOST  NEEDED 
TODAY? 

1.  Most  civilian  hospitals  are  experiencing  severe  shortages.  Conditions  vary 
widely,  and  national  statistics  do  not  reflect  an  accurate  picture  since  every 
institution  has  a  different  pattern  for  simplifying  services  and  filling  gaps  with 
different  types  of  auxiliary  or  substitute  workers. 

Psychiatric  afjd  tuberculosis  hospitals  were  operating  in  1944  with  about  one-third 
fewer  graduate  nurses  than  in  1941.

To  the  music  of  "Lead  On  O  King  Eternal,”  the  class  recessed  to  the  back  of  the 
church  and  waited  in  silence  for  the  benediction  concluded  by  the  soft  chiming  amen  of 
the  organ. 

The  graduates,  their  families  and  friends  then  went  to  the  church  parlor  where  a 
reception  given  by  Mr.  Goodspeed  was  held.  Mr.  Goodspeed  is  the  Presiding  President 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  Presbyterian  Hospital.

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ALUMNAE  NEWS  LETTER 


CORRESPONDENCE 

Because  of  the  timely  interest  of  the  following  letters  we  are  sending  on  to  you 
direct  condensations; 

From  Eleanor  J.  Cass,  1st  Lt.  A.N.C.  ’42,  written  July  18: 

When  we  arrived  in  England  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  we  took  over  a  hospital  whose 
unit  was  destined  for  France.  There  I  met  Helen  Quick,  ’42  and  Janet  Couse,  ’42.  We 
were  in  England  about  six  months  and  came  to  France,  through  Normandy. 

We  set  up  a  hospital  in  Bar-Le-Duc.  With  the  front  only  a  few  miles  away  at  the 
time,  we  had  many  new  wounds  and  did  mostly  debridemants.  Later  the  work  was 
mostly  secondary  closures,  with  also  many  cases  of  trench  foot. 

I  have  been  doing  anesthesia  for  the  past  year,  and  enjoy  it  very  much. 

Since  V-E  day  the  work  has  been  very  light  and  we  have  been  allowed  leaves.  I 
spent  seven  days  at  the  Riviera  and  was  most  glad  to  meet  Ellagene  Bivans,  ’4l.  The 
Riviera  has  been  taken  over  by  the  U.  S.  Army  for  a  rest  area.  We  swam  in  the  Mediter¬ 
ranean,  went  boat  riding,  and  bicycling. 

I  am  assigned  now  to  a  unit  going  directly  to  the  Pacific. 

From  Miss  Florence  Amy  Ingram,  ’38: 

I  came  here  (London)  as  a  volunteer  in  the  August  of  1943  hoping  to  take  up  army 
or  naval  nursing,  but  due  to  the  fact  that  I  had  taken  my  training  in  U.S.A.  I  was  refused 
admittance  to  any  of  the  services.  However,  they  were  willing  for  me  to  work  in  the 
civilian  hospitals.  I  chose  the  first  (maternity),  and  came  to  the  Elizabeth  Garrett  Ander¬ 
son  Hospital. 

As  you  no  doubt  know,  midwifery  is  on  a  different  plane  entirely  in  England.  The 
general  nurses  training  does  not  include  maternity  nursing,  nor  contagious,  nor  children. 
It  is  a  four  years  course,  now  reduced  to  three  and  one  half  in  some  hospitals,  and  after 
that  one  specializes  either  in  childrens,  midwifery,  orthopedics,  eyes,  etc.  Generally 
speaking,  nurses  training  in  England  is  more  intensive  and  the  hours  are  much  longer. 

Since  the  Rushcliffe  plan  came  into  effect,  girls  start  earning  as  soon  as  they  enter 
training,  and  their  salary  increases  with  every  year’s  service.  The  Plan  has  improved  the 
nurses  salary  and  set  down  rules  with  regard  to  hours  of  work. 

This  hospital  is  situated  in  N.  W.  London  on  the  same  road  as  three  large  railway 
stations,  so  was  naturally  in  a  good  target  area  for  the  enemy.  I  missed  the  Blitz  of 
1940-41,  but  got  some  of  the  early  part  of  1943,  and  then  the  flying  bombs  and  rockets. 

I  was  on  night  duty  when  the  flying  bombs  started,  and  we  evacuated  the  maternity  ward 
from  the  third  floor  of  the  hospital  to  the  basement  and  ground  floors  of  the  nurses 
home  which  is  a  modern  building.  The  windows  had  all  been  blacked  up,  so  there  we 
worked  in  artificial  light  from  August  until  the  end  of  the  rocket  raids.  It  was  very 
depressing. 

I  expect  soon  to  be  making  a  change,  perhaps  returning  to  Mexico  or  South  America. 
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
